ponsible. In addition to this in his 
brief, pithy talk with the Gazette corres- 
pondent he gave the local option advo- 
cates a boost when he declared: "Eight 
out of every ten prisoners who come here 
to serve terms get here, directly or ind|. 
reotly, through drink."

Doylestown Sewerage Company at tills 
time. 
After getting a valuable franchise 


from the borough for nothing the sewer- 
ace officials practically ignored any small 
favors Council asked and now have come 
in and asked that the borough help them 
out of a bole in making improvements 
which the Board of Heath demands. 
In 


order to do away with a cess-poo! nui- 
sance they have maintained, and which 
has been condemned, the sewer people 
will have to tunnel along Ashland street 
at some expense, unless Council will put 
the county to some financial trouble in 
opening Taylor street for about two 
squares so that their sewer can be laid 
there very cheaply. That is what tbe 
company now asks, but Odarjcil is not 
to be cajoled so easily.

consider this proposition Council .ays the 
sewer company must at least comply with 
tbe ordinance, one of the provisions of 
which requires tbe corporation to give a 
continuing bond of 15000 to indemnity 
tbe borough.

Form an Association to Protect Them 


selves—Have a Black List. 


At a meeting of the Physicians o 


Bristol, held at the Algonquin Club 
November 8, 1907, it was decided to 
form a Protective Association, and to 
facilitate such a movement, It wa 
resolved: 


1st. 
TUat lists should be prepared 


bearing the names of all patients who 
make a profession of cheating th< 
doctor, and who after receiving two 
or three notices of their account, am 
in many instances a personal letter 
from the physician, calling his or her 
attention to accounts 
long 
overdue 


and offering to adjust such accounts 
if for any reason the payment is im 
possible, and further Ignoring, or mat 
Ing false promises, or failing to ap 
pear after such courteous requests 
that then such names shall be record 
ed by the physician attending and 
each physician shall exchange- such 
liscs 
of names so that every three 


mouths, beginning on the first day o! 
January of each year, such lists shal 
pass among the physicians, so thai 
each one shall have a complete llsl 
of had debts of those quite able to 
pay but make no effort in that dlrec 
tlon. " 


In this way it will be impossible 


for this class of patients to secure 
medical 
attention 
from

physicians

unless 
cash 
payment

made for further attendance, or the 
amounts due for former attendance

for want of proper medical atten 
tlon, and it is not the object of the 
physicians in adopting such a scheme 
to neglect the poor, or the deserving 
but it is the intention of that body 
to demand that payment of all jusl 
fees shall he attended to as promptly 
as those governing all other business 
transactions. 


2nd. 
Resolved, that hereafter pa- 


tients treated at the office, whether 
having accounts or not, shall be re- 
quested to pay cash for all auch vis- 
its as the amounts being small should 
not be carried on the books, as such 
amounts require much time and adii 
so much unnecessary work to the 
busy physicians.

To study well is the secret of good spelling. 
I would not pay tho children lo study by 
giving prizes. It is their work and duty to 
siudy ao lot them do it from Ihat stand- 
point.

iar with the names of words studied. Many 
do not do so, aad when a word is pronounced 
liuve no idea which one lo spell, as Ihey 
had been naming letters only, and the name 
of the word means nothing to them."

Early Legislation to Reatriol tho Use 


I 
of tho Weed. 


One of tbe curiosities of early colo 


nial legislation Is the laws enacted 
against the planting and tbe use of to- 
bacco 
Evidently the magistrates ant 


elders of those days regarded thai 
"creature called tobacko" as one 01 
the many emissaries of the devil 
against whom It was their duty to 
•wage constant warfare. 
The planting 


of It was forbidden except In small 
quantities to be used "for meere neces- 
sltle, for phislck, for perservaceon of 
the health, and that the same may be 
taken privately by ancient men." 


All keepers of hotels and other pub- 


lic places were ordered not to "suffer 
any tobacco to be taken Into their 
houses." If they disobeyed tbe order, 
they were required to pay a fine to the 
"victualler" and one also to "party that 
takes it." At little later the law waa 
changed so that it was forbidden to 
"take tobacco lu uny wine or common 
victual house except in a private room 
there, so as the master of said house 
nor any guest there shall take offense 
thereat, which. If they do, the said per- 
son shall forbear upon pain of 2 shil- 
lings sixpence for every such offense." 


No one was permitted to use tobacco 


"publlcquely," not e->en In his own 
house, In the presence of strangers. It 
was against the law for two men to 
smoke together. In Windsor every user 
of tobacco was required to procure a 
physician's certificate before be was 
permitted to enjoy the obnoxious weed. 
All smoking was forbidden within two 
miles of a meeting house on the Sab- 
bath day. Connecticut, as a great In- 
dulgence to travelers, allowed a man 
to smoke once during a journey of ten 
miles made not by trains, but afoot or 
by horse locomotion.—New York Press.
